Michigan’s Greatest Railroad Man 
Dies at the Good Old Age 
of 86 Years. 


E WAS WELL KNOWN HERE.

M’KINLEY IN HIS DOORYARD. 


He and th e L ate A. H. M orrison 
o f T his City Built th e C hicago 
and W eat M ichigan. 


Jam es F. Joy, the noted m illionaire, 
died a t his home yesterday ut the age 
of 80 years. 


Mr. Joy was the lirst president of th e 
M ichigun C entral railroad and later he 
in company with th e late A. H. M orri­ 
son, futher of Don C. M orrison of th is 
ity, built the Chicago & W est M ichi­ 
gan railroad. 
Mr. Joy was well known 
both in this city and St. Joseph und 
us here often during the construction 
of th e W est M ichigan. 


Mr. Joy and Mr. Morrison were close 
friends, 
They were meml>ers of the 
legisluture in 18d2 und 1804 und they 
both served on the sume com m ittee— 
the wuys und raeuns com m ittee. 
Mr. 
Joy und Mr. M orrison owned tw elve 
hundred feet of doekuge in St. Joseph, 
from the foot of Stute street to the 
governm ent pier. 


People on the streets toduy talked of 
the death of Mr. Joy as though he had 
been un old resident of this city. 


A D etroit disputcli says of him: 
.lumes P. Joy wus born in Durham, N. 
II., Dec. 20, 1810. 
His father wu* a 
m anufacturer of edged tools, and early 
ising, hard work, plain fare and relig ­ 
ious training constituted the daily dis­ 
cipline of the family. 
A fter beiugedu* 
ated in the public schools young Joy 
Itecume a teacher, saved his money, 
and, with some help from his futher, 
utered and graduated from D artm outh 
college. 
He then went to the ( 'uin- 
hridge law school, where he became 
the protege of Judge Story and of 
ireenleaf. 
In 1887 he was adm itted to 
the D etroit liar. 
Almost from the lirst. 
he wus employed in the most im|M>rtunt 
cases in the state and national courts, 
iu which his clear and commanding 
intellect and lniwerful reasoning gcner 
ally guve him the victory, 
in u suit 
uguinst the Illinois railroad company 
involving the rig h t of R obert A. Kin 
sie to eleven acres of land lying un­ 
der w ater in Chicago, w here the Illi­ 
nois and M ichigan C entral depot now 
stands, the case was finally taken to 
the United States suprem e court, and 
the litigation lasted live years. 
T he 
defendants won the case, with Mr. Joy 
as th e ir sole counsel, and his arg u ­ 
ments now 
form 
the 
law of 
the 
U nited States 
on 
the 
diuiinuitiou 
und accretion of alluvial soil. 
By his 
influence he induced Eastern capital 
to extend the Michigun C entral to C hi­ 
cago and u !ko to build the Chicu^o. 
B urlington & Quincy ruilroud. 
He 
also wus mainly instrum ental in ex ­ 
tending the road into the Indiana te r­ 
ritory. 
Iu 184k* he became president 
of the M ichigan C entral railway, and 
gridironed the state with what is now 
the M ichigan C entral railroad system. 
V anderbilt cast a longing eye on it. 
but tried in vain to wean the confi­ 
dence of the stockholders from Mr. 
joy. 
lV reoiving the futility of his 
efforts, V anderbilt negotiated u large 
loun iu I»udou. und, uided by the 
stringency of th e times, succeeded in 
buying u m ajority of the shares from 
the New Kugland shareholders. 
T his 
a used Mr. Joy to retire from tin* 
presidency of th e M ichigau C entral, 
hut his mugniticeut business abilities 
were immediutcly sought by the Wu- 
hash jieople, und he became president 
of thut great system.

ADVOCATES SURFACE BURIAL.

Sir l'\ Seymour linden of I^ondou bus 
practically studied for ton years the best 
nietiuMls of disposing of tho dead. 
Tho 
result of his investigations ho terms 
“ N ature’s m ethod of disposing of tho 
dead, by fur the most practicul and cer­ 
tainly the n atu ral m ethod." 


He has buried animals, largo and 
sm all, in his lawn. 
By digging them 
up nud exam ining them ut intervals 
varying from one to five years ho found 
that, buried a t a depth of 4 % feet—tho 
depth required by tho government for 
tho burial of hum an bodies—an interval 
of from throe to four years was neces­ 
sary for complete dissolution. Buried ut 
the depth of one foot, a year and a half 
he fouihl w as sufficient for the couipleto 
dissolution of u large and a year or less 
for the sm aller animals, A hotly simply 
laid ujhhi the ground, w ith a covering 
of earth a foot thick completely disap­ 
peared (bones excepted) ill a year.

In Blmrp coutrast to tho laviih reck- 
IcsHuvss with %vhich noble, spleudid 
livea are often sucriflced to rc^ q futile, 
ignoble cause, ia the iuflnite ‘*Igilanco 
and care, tho ingenuity and nkill that 
nre aometi mes expended upon prcecrving 
and fanning into flame a little gi>ark 
that haa hardly attained the dignity of 
being callcd a life. 


Doubtless most are fam iliar with the 
nietnl rcecptncle 4 by 8, itauding on 
four lega nlx>ut vrnist high, with atm all 
water pipe and heating apparatus on 
one aide and n cold air pipe and addi­ 
tional appnratufi on tho other know^ aa 
the infant incubator. But perhaps few 
realize the patient Rkillcd watching and 
the consequent ezpeiuw necemary to the 
bringing forward of tho little inmate, 
until it shall bo able to toko itapl^o? iu 
the world as m real *'live and kicking*' 
baby. 


At the firat appearance apon life’i 
stage of thia apcek of humanity "Bcaroo 
half made up, ” it ia swathed in a bnn- 
die of absorbent cotton and laid iu its 
little nest, w ith nothing to distract its 
attention but a i^rfeetly accurate ther­ 
mometer, to which it, however, seems 
wholly indifferent. The glass lid is then 
almoat closed. Experience has tatight 
the physicians that it is better to leave 
it open a little space. A trained nnrse 
at once takea her place by tho side of 
thia unique object and keeps constant 
guard over temperature, conditimis of 
air, etc. Absolute quiet and a subdned 
ligiit are among the requirements. The 
temiN'rature Uliay range from 90 to 98 
degreoa. In cases of low vitality it is 
kept ut 08, and with the most robtist is 
never alhnved to go below 00 degrees. 
Tlien every hour the little charge mmit 
be fell. Tilia ia aoinetimes aeeompliahed 
by meana of a dropper, but more often 
a little rubber tube is passed through 
the mouth and cso|>hagns into the stom­ 
ach, and into thia tubo ia slowly poured 
a dram, about a teaspoouful, of pre- 
parc>d foo<1. Thus in the 24 hours aUtut 
throe ounces of food aro absorbed. This 
food ia nmde after a formula arranged 
by u moat expert chemist and changes 
from day to day according to tho devel­ 
opment of the baby. 


Every Utí hours the little gown of ab* 
sorlient cotton ia exchanged for a per­ 
fectly freah ono of the luuno m aterial 
The f(MMl and clothing of this embryo 
pt'taonngo are not, therefore, great biUs 
of exiieiiHo, but its lodgings, its physi­ 
cian ami nurses muko up a pretty sum 
for ita indulgent parenta. 


It will easily be seen that the only 
rcquiremcnta for raising a baby iu an 
inenbator aro a perfectly even, high 
teni|)i>rature, pure air and a food the 
nearest approach poaaible to ita natural 
foo<l. But simple as thia sounds it has 
taxed every reaonrcu of the best engi­ 
neering and sanitary authorities, the 
lineat bacteriologista and chcmists iu 
the country to arrive ut the present 
state of advancement. An incubator aa 
it ia now ¡K'rfectcd costa about $200. A 
few iirnia have them to rent, and as tho 
demand for them ia naturally small one 
may be reiitt'd at any time. 


Dr. Hot eh, who ia reaponsible for 
many of ili<> recent improvements of tho 
incubator, has lieen very suctTasful iu 
its nse. He insista uiani having always 
two trained nurses, ao that no moment 
may there bo tiiu risk of a change in 
eondit ions which might turn the scale 
Ihe wiohg way. Thia of itself meana 
$50 a W(‘i<k, and the time of inoubatlon 
ia usually from two months to ten 
wei-ks. But the baby ao saved comes in 
time to In» quite the equal of his fellows 
who followed the gtnd, old fashioned 
waya 


Hospitals cannot boast as great sue* 
ce.ss Iron» tlieir ex|M>rience with incu­ 
bators, althongii K4‘verul include ono 
among their appliances. In the first 
plaee it is often u case where the tiny 
Moiiamnit <1 must go to the mountain, 
und it is almost iuiiKHiKiblo to accomplish 
tilia witliout Komu littio uxposure. Tlien 
in most casida tiie child has not only 
premature birtli lo struggle with, but 
tiie worst fitctor of having come from ill 
eonditioned, badly nourialted aud often 
intemperate parents. Besides, no nnrse 
in u liospital, no score of nurses, can so 
arrange tiiat one shall always liave au 
eye on tho thennometer; and the 60 or 
more full blown babies w ill not uitou 
dennind refrain their voices from weep­ 
ing out of consideration for the sensi- 
tiveness of iheir delicate little comrade. 


Tlio hiMpital {M<ople are sometimes 
asked wiiy they make so great au effort 
to aave the lives of these {loor little 
creatures who, at the best, must enter 
tiie race of life fearfully handicapped. 
Their arp,nment, of course, is that tho 
tiniest life in embryo has a right to its 
chanco; but tlieir interest is doubtless 
larKcly 
ai;icntilio. 
Physicians 
from 
Maine to California, from the Ht. Law­ 
rence to the gulf, are constantly looking 
to these hospitals for Ihe latest and best 
results cf their researches and experi­ 
ments, and by studying the treatment 
und watching tiie develop'ment of oases 
here, tho incubating process included, 
tiiey nuty bo able to save many a life 
nearer htimo.

Michigan's Greatest Railroad Man 


Dies at the Good Old Age 


of 86 Years. 


HE WAS WELL KNOWN HERE, 


He and the Late A. H. Morrison 


of This City Built the Chicago 


and West Michigan. 


James F. Joy, the noted millionaire, 


died ut bis home yesterday at the uge 
of 80 years. 


Mr. ,luy was the lirst president of the 


Michigan Central railroad and later lie 
in company with the late A. 11. Morri- 
son, father of Don C. Morrison of this 
city, built the Chicago & West Michi- 
gan railroad. 
Mr. .Joy was well known 


both in this city and St. Joseph and. 
was here often during the construction 
of the West Michigan. 


Mr. Joy and Mr. Morrison were close 


friends, They were members of the 
legislature InJStil! and 180-5 and they 
both served on the sa^n-j voTumittee— 
the ways and means committee. Mr. 
Joy and Mr, Morrison owned twelve 
hundred feet of dockage in St. Joseph, 
from the foot of State street to the 
government pier. 


People on the streets today talked of 


the death of Mr. Joy us though he had 
been an old resident of this city. 


A Detroit dispatch says of him; 
.James F. Joy was born in Durham, N. 


H., Dec. 20, 1810. 
His father was u 


manufacturer of edged tools, and curly 
rising, hard work, plain fure und relig- 
ious training constituted the daily dis- 
cipline of the family. After being edu- 
cated in the public schools young Joy 
became a teacher, saved his money, 
und, with some help from his father, 
entered and graduated from Dartmouth 
college, lie then went to the Cam- 
bridge law school, where he became 
the protege of Judge Story und of 
Greenleuf. 
In 1837 be was admitted tu 


the Detroit bur. Almost from the lirst 
be was employed in the most important 
cases in the state and national courts, 
in which his clear and commanding 
intellect and powerful reasoning gener- 
ally gave him the victory. In a suit 
against the Illinois railroad company, 
involving the right of Robert A. Kin- 
sie to eleven acres of hind lying un- 
der water in Chicago, where the Illi- 
nois and Michigan Central depot now 
stands, the case was finally taken to 
the United States supreme court, nnd 
the litigation lasted five years. The, 
defendants won the case, with Mr. Joy 
as their sole counsel, and his argu- 
ments now 
form 
the 
law of 
the 


United States on 
the 
diminuition 


and accretion of alluvial soil. By Ins 
influence he induced Eastern capital 
to extend the Michigan Central to Chi- 
cago and also to build the Chicago. 
Burlington £ Quincy railroad. He 
also was mainly instrumental in ex- 
tending the road into the Indiana ter- 
ritory. In 1805 be became president 
of the Michigan Central railway, and 
gridironed the state with what is now 
the Michigan Central railroad system. 
Vanderbilt east a longing eye on it. 
but tried in vain to wean the confi- 
dence of the stockholders from Mr. 
Joy. 
Perceiving1 the futility of his 


efforts, Vanderbilt negotiated a large 
loan in London, and, aided by the 
stringency of the times, succeeded in 
buying a majority of the shares from 
the New England shareholders. This 
caused Mr. Joy to retire from the 
presidency of the Michigan Central, 
hut his magnificent business abilities 
were immediately sought by the Wa- 
bush people, and be became president 
of that great system.

By digging them 
up nud examining them at intervals 
varying from one to five years lie found 
that, buried ut fi ilnptli of 4)£ feet — tlio 
depth required by the government for 
tho bnrinl of human bodies — nil interval 
of from three to four yours was neces- 
sary for complete dissolution.

tho infant iuouLator. But perhaps ?ew 
realize the patient skilled watching ttnd 
tho consequent expense necessary to the 
bringing forvurd of tho liltlc irnnute, 
until it Khali bo able to take itsplaco in 
tho world'us u real "live aud kicking" 
baby. 


At Iho first appearance upon life's 


eta ye of this speck of humanity "scarce 
half made up," it is swathed iu a buu- 
dlo of absorbent cottou and laid iu its 
little nest, with nothing to distract its 
attention but a perfectly accurate ther- 
mometer, to which it, however, seems 
wholly indifferent Thoglasn lid is then 
almost closed. Experience lias taught 
the physicians that it is better to leave 
it open a little space. A trained imrso 
at once takes her place hy tho side of 
tins unique object and keeps constant 
guard over temperature, conditions of 
air, otc. Absolute quiet aud a subdued 
light are among the requirements. Tho 
toniperaturo ijiay raugo from 9D to 98 
degrees. In cases of low vitality it is 
kept at 98, and with tho most robust is 
never allowed to go below 90 degreea 
Then every hour tho little charge must 
L»c fed. This ia sometimes accomplished 
by menus of tt dropper, but more often 
a little rubber tubo is passed through 
the mouth and esophagus into tho stom- 
uch, and into this tubo is slowly poured 
a dram, about a toaspooiifiil, of pre- 
pared food. Thus in tho 24 hours about 
[Jirec ounces of food aro absorbed. This 
food is made after a formula arranged 
by a most expert chemist and changes 
from day to day according to tho devel- 
opment of the baby. 


Every Jf(i hours the little gown of ab- 


sorbent cotton is exchanged for a per- 
fectly fresh ono of the Riunc material. 
Tho food and clothing of this embryo 
personage aro not, therefore, great bills 
of expense, hut its lodgings, its physi- 
:ian and nurses make up a pretty sum 
for ifs indulgent parents. 


It will easily bo seen that tho only 


requirementH for raising a baby in ail 
incubator aro a perfectly even, high 
temperature, pure air and a food the 
nearest approach possible to its natural 
food. But simply aa this sounds it baa 
taxed every resource of tho best engi- 
neering and sanitary authorities, tbo 
finest bacteriologists aud chemists in 
tho country to arrive at the present 
state of advancement. An incubator as 
it is now perfected costs about $200. A 
few linns have them to rent, and as tho 
demand for them is naturally smull oue 
may be runted at any time. 


Dr. Itotch, who is responsible for 


many of the recent improvements of tho 
incubator, lias been very successful iu 
its usu. He insists upon having always 
two trained nurses, so that no moment 
may there bo tho risk of a change in 
conditions which might turn the scale 
the wrong v/ay. This of itself means 
$50 a week, and the time of incubation 
is usually from two months to ten 
weeks. But the baby so saved comes in 
time to lie quite the equal of his fellows 
who followed the good, old fashioned 
ways. 


Hospitals cannot boast as great suc- 


cess from their experience with iucu- 
bators, although several include one 
among their appliances. In the lirst 
place it is often u case where the tiny 
Mohammed must go to the mountain, 
audit is uhnost impossible to accomplish 
this without some little exposure. Then 
in most cases the child baa not only 
premature birth to struggle with, but 
lUu worst factor of having uouio from ill 
conditioned, badly nourished aud often 
intemperate parents. Besides, no nurse 
in a hospital, no score of nurses, can so 
arrange that one shall always have ail 
eye on the thermometer; and tho 50 or 
more full blown babies will not upoii 
demand refrain their voices from weep- 
ing out of consideration for tho sensi- 
tiveness of their delicate little comrade. 


Tho hospital people aro sometimes 


asked why they make so great au effort 
to save the lives of these poor little 
cruivturcs 'tfho, nt tho best, iirnst enter 
the race of lil'o fearfully handicapped. 
Their argument, of course, is that tho 
tiniest life in embryo has a right to its 
chance; but their interest is doubtless 
largely 
scientific. 
Physicians 
from 


Slaino to California, from the St. Law- 
rence to the gulf, are constantly looking 
to these hospitals for the latest aud best 
results of their researches and experi- 
ments, and by studying tho treatment 
and watching the dcvelop'ment of cases 
here, the incubating process included, 
they may bo nblo to save mniiy a life 
nearer home. Besides, who can foretell 
whether the tiny atom may not turn out 
a Lincoln or a Wagner as well as a com- 
monpl:u:o Smith or Jones?—M. O. in 
Chicago Record.
